N E W S OF T H E M O R N I N G . 


The Quincy, Illinois, scandal is growing In 
dimensions. 
Our dispatches indicate a re-opening of the 
old political trouble in Tennessee. 
The American Rifle Team reached New 
York on the City of Berlin yesterday. 
The negro insurrection in Georgia did not 
extend to bloodshed. 
Goldsmith Maid won the ruce at Utica yes­ 
terday in three straight heats. Lulu was dis­ 
tanced. 
The Smithsonian Institute has received a 
large am ount of relics from Santa Barbara 
Island. 


The San Diego World says it be­ 
lieves the first railroad connection 
with San Diego bay will be made by 
the Southern Pacific Company. The 
World’s faith is well founded and If it 
said the only locom otives that San Di­ 
ego will ever hear whistle within the 
next quarter of a century would be 
those of the Southern Pacific, it would 
not be far wrong. 


O n e of the most popular gentlemen 
on the Democratic ticket, is Mr. M. 
K rk m e b , candidate for Tax Coilector. 
For some years Mr. K u e m e r 
has 
held the position of City Clerk and 
his prompt and efficient discharge 
of the duties of íliat always 
dif­ 
ficult, and at times annoying posi­ 
tion, proves him possessed of business 
qualifications which guarantee 
his 
fitness for the office he is now seek­ 
ing. Mr. K r e m e r is a courteous and 
accomodating 
gentleman and 
his 
hosts of friends are enthusiastic in his 
support. 


It seems that some of our colored 
fellow citizens down in Georgia, did 
contemplate a little reduction in the 
white population of that State. It is 
a bad use to put the inalienable rights 
of American citizens. When it comes 
to a conflict of races the white always 
lasts the longest and one could almost 
guess the result ofa war of extermina­ 
tion between thirty-six million whites 
and four million blacks. It cannot be 
possible that this massacre was coun 
seled by the more intelligent class of 
the colored men of Georgia. They 
cannot be ignorant of the disastrous 
consequences which must inevitably 
ensue to that race. It seems incredi- 
able that the most ignoraut negro 
could be prevailed on to enter into a 
plot, which, while it might sacrifice 
the lives of many women and children 
must end in the destruction of himself 
and all in anyway implicated with 
him. 


The Black Hills. 


Finally we have an official and ap­ 
parently reliable report on the miner­ 
al characterof the Black Hill country. 
Mining Engineer J e n n y whom the 
government sent among the Hills on 
a prospecting expedition has forward­ 
ed to Washington some account of his 
observations and discoveries, from 
which we learn that gold is found in 
small quantities over a broad extent 
of the Blaek Hill country. The en­ 
gineer thinks that the precious metal 
exists in sufficient plentitude to make 
mining remunerative, provided it is 
carried on with the experience and 
improved implementsof the California 
miners. The richest spot found by 
Mr. J e n n y yielded an average of about 
three cents per pan, but the placer 
was soon exhausted and he found no 
other of equal richness. The report 
Inclines to the belief that rich placer 
and quartz mines exist in that coun­ 
try, but neither one nor the other 
were found by Mr. J e n n y . He repre­ 
sents the climate as something colder 
than that of New York or New Hamp­ 
shire. The altitude is from three to 
four thousand feet above the sea. The 
seasons are too short for corn, but 
wheat, barley and potatoes may be 
produced in abundance. The rains 
are frequent—light showers fall al­ 
most every day—and consequently the 
hills and valleys, are always covered 
with verdure. In the hills there is 
at ail seasons of the year an abundance 
of water in the streams but in all the 
smaller creeks the water sinks as soon 
as it reaches the plains. Mr. J e n n y 
thinks the Black Hills country excel­ 
lent for grazing and agricultural pur­ 
poses, but of their richness in precious 
metals he does not venture a decided 
opinion. 


San Diego all Right. 


We have seen a letter from a prom­ 
inent citizen of Ban Diego in which 
the statement published in the Union 
and telegraphed all over the District 
that Mr. M cC oy, Democratic candi­ 
date for Sheriff, was advocating the 
election of H o u g h tq v . Mr. M cC oy 
is not supporting H o u g h t o n and will 
vote for the nominee of the conven­ 
tion of which he was a member—Mr. 
W ig o in t o n . The letter also denies 
the statement reiterated by the Ex­ 
press of this city, that Mr. W ig g in - 


t o n ’s name would not be placed on the 
Democratic ticket of Ban Diego county. 
The committee assert that his name 
will be on the ticket the same as that 
of the other candidates. Oue other 
report is flatly contradicted by the 
author of this letter, which is that 


H o u g h to n will have six or eight hun­ 
dred majority over W i g o in to n in San 
Diego county. He says this is simply 
impossible and to talk of it the sheer­ 
est nonsense. The city > ill probably 
give H o u g h to n a small majority, but 
in the remainder of the county the 
vote on Congressman will be about 
even. 
H o u g h t o n ’s most sanguine 
supporters do not claim for him over 
three hundred majority In the coun­ 
ty. Although it will make no mate­ 
rial difference in the general result, 
as W i g o i n t o n will be elected if he 
does not receive a single vote in San 
Diego county, yet we are pleased to 
record the fact that our neighbors are 
not deceived by H o u g h t o n ’s false 
promises and to exhonorate Senator 
M cC oy from the charge that he has 
deserted his party nomiuee and taken 
the stump for the candidate of a par­ 
ty that has always opposed him in the 
past, and will resort to all means, hon­ 
orable and dishonorable, to defeat him 
at the approaching election. 


No More of That. 


It is to be regretted that this B e e c h - 
e r - T i l t o n business cannot be at once 
aud forever consigned to oblivion. A 
new trial should not be had, and all 
attempts at the commencement of new 
suits should be frowned down. Pub­ 
lic opinoncanuot ba 
changed with 
regard to the guilt or innocence of 
B e e c h e r by the verdict of a jury,and 
all the testimony possible to adduce 
cannot remove the well grounded im ­ 
pression that T i l t o n is a sham and a 
fraud. He brought a suit he knew he 
could not win; asked for damages he 
well knew he could not recover and 
sought to blacken the character of a 
woman in whose purity he has pro­ 
fessed the most sincere belief. If he 
has lost reputation he is himself its 
destroyer; if his wife is guilty he is 
the aider and abettor of her crime; if 
B e e c h e r betrayed his confidence as 
he alleges, he is without the evidence 
to prove 
his charge; a convicted 
Fourierist, he charges as a crime In 
others that which he professes to be­ 
lieve but right in himself. We can­ 
not conceive a more humiliating and 
degrading position than that of a man 
who flies to the courts for vindication, 
well knowing that that vindication is 
only obtainable at the expense of the 
character and reputation of the wom­ 
an whose offences he has pardoned 
and in whose innocence he has avowed 
the most unwavering belief. Let us 
have no more of T i l t o n himelf nor 
of any suits to which he is a party. 
B e e c h e r may be guilty; Mrs. T i l t o n 
may not be without blemish, but ad­ 
mitting all that,T i l t o n is the blackest 
sheep in the flock, because he assumes 
a crime then condones it and seeks to 
destroy the fair fame of a woman 
whom he swears is as pure as an an­ 
gel.

LETTER FROM RIVERSIDE. 


O rganisation o f the Colony P lan In 
1870 — W onderful Result* — A New 
Town on n New P ln u -R allron d » — 
M inerals. 
E ditor H ekald: Among tlie many colony 
schemes of Southern California, Riverside Is 
one of the most successful. Five years ago 
its first settlers, Judge J. W. North and Dr. S. 
P. Grevos, came here across a barren plain. 
They represented a company of twelve men, 
known as tlie Southern California Colony 
Association. Tlie company had purchased 
eight thousand acres of land on the Santa 
Ana river. 
THE FIRST DITCH 
Was begun in October, 1870, and finished in 
July, 1871. Settlers gradually came in, until 
last W inter the population reached three 
hundred and fifty. At that time Capt. \V. T. 
Sayward of San Francisco and 8. C. Evans of 
Indiana bought a controlling interest in the 
association, and at the same time purchased 
the Hartshorn tract, consisting of eight 
thousand six hundred acres; then the Te- 
mescai Tin Mining Company added three 
thousand five hundred acres to tills, forming 
the 
RIVERSIDE LANI) AND IRRIGATING COMPANY. 
Tlie new m anagem ent has enlarged tlie old 
ditch, alm ost completed a second and prom­ 
ises to construct a third as soon as the first 
two are finished. W hen these three ditches 
are completed, the whole Riverside valley, 
consisting of over twenty-five thousand acres , 
will be under the water. The company lias 
inaugurated some general features of Im­ 
provement which commend themselves for 
imitation. 
TH E ORIGINAD PDAN 
Of Riverside is one mile square, and Is laid 
off in villa lois of two and one-lialf acres 
each. Eacli settler is expected to plant two 
rows of trees around his lot, so as lo secure u 
shaded footpath. The new town of 
SAYWARD 
On tlie Hartshorn tract, is to bo in tlie shape 
of a circle, with a diam eter of half a mile 
and a public park In the centre. Tlie streets 
radiate from this central park like the spokes 
of a wheel from the hub. On tho lower plaiu 
(as it Is called), there Is laid out an avenue, 
perfectly straight, one hundred and thirty- 
eight feet wide, and eleven miles long, on 
this there will be five continuous rows of 
trees, two on each side and one in the middle. 
It is ilie Intention of the company to make 
an alameda that shall equal anything of the 
kind In tlie world. After a bend on the end 
of this eleven mtle stretch, the avenue con­ 
tinues along three miles further,wllh a width 
of eighty feet. 
TH E PARK 
In Riverside comprises ten acres, and will 
have a pond in tho centre, with a stream of 
water running through it. At present River­ 
side bus a neatly kept hotel— certainly as 
well managed as any country hotel in 
Southern California; but tills is inadequate 
for tlie wants of the place, and tho company 
are planning the erection of atine hotel, to 
accommodate over one hundred guests and 
to be completed some time during the pres­ 
ent year. 
RAILROADS. 
Senator Jones lias promised that the L. A. 
& I. R. R. shall go through Riverside, on con­ 
dition that a certain am ount of money be 
raised,(and Captain Sayward says that this 
will be done without difficulty. Tlie railroad 
from San Diego to Han Uorgonlo Pass is also 
expected to run through Riverside. Tlie 
trains of tlie S. P. R. R. already run within 
seven miles of this place, and the long agony 
of thirty miles riding over the desert from 
Spadra is ended. 
THE SOIL. 
The soil of Riverside Is red bench lan d - 
proved to be superior for all kinds of fruit. 
On the Hartshorn tract it Is more sandy, and 
much easier worked. The prices ranged ut 
first from $20 to $30 per acre, but the unsold 
lands of the company are now bringing from 
$30 to $40 per acre. In addition to tiffs, $10 
per acre is charged for water stock, although 
water can be obtained without owning stock. 
Anywhere on tlie great avenue$40 per ucre is 
charged for the land. Recently, 
TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS 
Worth of land was sold at these prices in six 
weeks. It is sold In lots of ten to twenty 
acres each. Too much space would be re­ 
quired to enumerate the rapid growth of tho 
special varieties of lrult trees, and their im ­ 
mense production, hut un Idea of what suc­ 
cess can be won here can bo gained from the 
fact that one of the ttireo representativo 
places of Riverside— that of Dr. Hluigart, re­ 
cently sold lor $4,0(3). Deducting $800, tlie 
cost of buildings and fences, the two and one 
half acres brought

The land is not covered witli nursei y stock, 
either, but only with orchard trees and vines. 
Tlie places of Judgo North and G. W. Garce- 
lon arc equally valuable. Mr. Garcelou’s 
place shows us the most wonderful growth of 
all, being only n little more than two years 
old. It is safe to say that this place is the 
finest of its age of any in tlie two counties of 
Los Angeles and Sun Bernardino, At small 
outlay Mr. Garcelon has surrounded himself 
with alm ost every luxury in the way of fruit 
and flower.

Firewood is 
obtained from tho Santa Ana river bottom 
lumber for building from the mountains of 
San Bernardino, twenty-five miles distant, 
prices ranging from twenty-five to thirty dol­ 
lars per thousand. Of societies, tlie Lyceum 
tnkcs precedence, being supported by the best 
talent of the pluce, young and old. It has 
proved a great success and benefit. Riverside 
lias the honor of establishing one of the first, 
if not the very fin t public librare i in south­ 
ern Calllornia. A Grange is in successful op­ 
eration. A Masonic Lodge Is being organized 
and a handsome Masonic Hall built.
